The buses that run daily between 


Kaukauna and Neenah. with stops 
at Kimberly, Little Chute, Appleton 
and Menasha on the way, may give 
a metropolitan aspect to these Fox 
River valley cities, but the crowds 
that ride those buses, bound for 
work, a shopping excursion or the 
movies, are a delightful example of 
the small town friendliness of this 
region.

They glance over the 
bus before they sit down to fine 
some acquaintance to talk with on 
the trip and find one half the time 
And they have a small town inter- 
est in all the passengers, whether 
they've met them or not. 


There is the instance of the pret- 


ty high school girl who lives on the 
highway between Waverly beach 
and Appleton. She is a regular pas- 
senger on an early morning bus and 
almost invariably carries a violin 
One morning she was late and came 
running out of the house with only 
her books under her arm. and the 
bus customers murmured sympa- 
thizingly, to a man. "Oh, she forgot 
her fiddle." 


Like Wild Indian.-. 


Youngsters riding to school are 


the joy of a number of the early 
buses. One group that gels on each 
morning at the intersection of S 
Memorial drive and W. Foster stree 
pours into the bus like a tribe o: 
wild little Indians. They ride onl\ 
a few blocks, to the Jefferson schoo 
but they keep the bus humming 
those blocks. They can never decide 
whether they'd rather sit on a sea 
or the floor or stand in front 
to 


watch the driver or crowd together 
on the back seat. 


Quite the reverse in age but jus 


as amusing is the octogenarian who 
occasionally gets on the bus at the 
intersection of S. Oneida and E 
South River streets. Unusually spry 
for his more than 80 years, he fre- 
quently announced as he stepped in 
the bus, "Someone's dead in Little 
Chute." and now all the regular 
passengers chirp, when they see 
him at the corner waiting. "Some- 
one's dead in Little Chute."

seems to know everyone in that vil- 
lage and attends all the funerals.

Introduction to the Farm Bills 


In the course of some desultory 


reading on the politics of the farm 
problem I happened recently upon 
an old book, a very old book, it 
seemed, though it was published 
only five years ago. 
It is called 


''What We Are About to Receive," 
and the author is that most insist- 
ent of the children of light, Mr. Jay 
Franklin. I am moved to resurrect 
this ancient and forgotten text, in 
part, 1 must admit, by an impulse 
to return a few compliments by re- 
minding Mr. Franklin that he fs af- 
ter all human and fallible like the 
rest of us, but chiefly because his 
observations in 1932 illustrate so 
•well the kind of prejudice which 
exists in the cities in regard to the 
farm problem. 


"Ten million votes." wrote Mr. 


Franklin on page 141. "await the 
man who tells the American Farm- 
er that he is the salt of the earth, 
the backbone of the nation, and 
the chief object of political agita- 
tion. Fifteen million votes await 
the man who has-the nerve to tell 
the American Farmer, to go to hell. 
If there was ever an individual 
who has been inflated monstrously 
out of proportion to his real ini- 
portance it is the man with the hoe 
who has been flattered by the poli- 
tician with the hokum. ... He has

important. 
Farmer Divided About 
What Should be Done 


It is a significant 
symptom of 


their troubles that the farmers, and 
those who speak for them, are bad- 
ly divided about what should be 


which would certainly like to please 
the farmers if it knew how, there 
are two different bills, one in the 
house and one in the senate, and ap- 
parently neither bill is entirely sat- 
isfactory to all the recognized farm 
organizations. 


Tin's is in itself interesting, and 


without complicating the matter too

Both 
bills, of

The 
house, on the other hand, is respon- 
ding moderately and cautiously to 
the farmers who are not going to be 
benefited directly, particularly the 
dairy farmers and cattle men, and 
to the consumers and taxpayers 
who must pay the bill. 


We must then recognize, howev- 


er, that the president. Secretary 
Wallace, and the congressional com- 
mittees have not just arbitrarily de- 
cided to help the cotton, wheat, 
corn, tobacco and rice planters and 
to ignore the dairymen, the fruit 
growers and the rest. There is an 
obvious reason for the selection of 
these particular crops, and the rea- 
son is not solely that these particu- 
lar farmers have exceptional voting 
strength in the senate and in the 
electoral college. The reason is that 
these particular crops have long 
been grown in the expectation of a 
great export trade and in the past 
quarter century that export trade 
has been declining until for some of 
these staples it has disappeared en- 
tirely. 
Revolution Underway 
in American Agriculture 


The decline in the exports of the 


five crops marks a revolution in 
American agriculture. Its conse- 
quence is "the" farm problem, as 
we have known it since it ruined 
President Taft. as we have known 
it under Coolidge, Hoover, and 
Roosevelt. There are. as a matter of 
fact, many other farm problems, 
such as soil exhaustion, farm ten- 
ancy, share cropping, mortgages, 
taxes, roads, schools, 
irrigation.! 


electrical power, middle men, mo- 
nopolistic and protected industrial 
prices. 
But when congress talks 


about "the" farm problem, it is 
talking about the fact that there arc 
several million farmers who have 
farms adapted to the production of 
these few particular crops for ex- 
port, who understand best how to 
produce these particular crops, and j 
can no longer sell them at good j 
prices abroad. 
j 


To deny that this is a great prob- 


lem, that it is a national problem. I 
would be sheer social blindness. 
Owing to causes that are far beyond 
the control of the individual farm- 
er, the foundations of a vital part of 
American agriculture are undergo- 
ing a revolutionary change: and the j 
whole reason for a farm policy is to 
cushion the shocks and distribute 
fairly the costs of the change. 
Far-Reaching Tolicy 
Is National Necessity 


For I think we must admit, even 


those of us who most passionately 
dislike the economic nationalism of 
the modern age, that the American 
farm problem would be with us ev- 
en if the world had not gone mad 
about protection, militarism, and 
self-sufficiency. The problem would 
have been less acute; it would have 
developed more slowly, and would, 
therefore, have been more easily 


grew older and more settled and its 
people became accustomed to a ris- 
ing standard of life, the American 
farmer could not hope to compete 
successfully with pioneer farmers 
on newer lands. 


Therefore, a change in the char- 


acter of American agriculture was 
inevitable and necessary, and fed- 
eral aid in assisting that change be- 
came 
necessary 
and 
desirable. 


Whether the particular measures 
now employed, or now contemplat- 
ed, are good, whether they are in 
fact progressive or reactionary, is 
another question. It is a very differ- 
ent question. But that a far-reach- 
ing farm policy is a national neces- 
sity cannot. I think, be doubted.

Pos>t-Cre£cent Madison Buieau 
Madison — Taxes, because every- 


body pays them in some form or 
other, constitute a major conversa- 
tion topic for Wisconsin citizens. To- 
day, it would seem, the subject of 
taxes runs the weather a close sec- 
ond as a subject for neighborly talk. 


But although they are so impor- 


tant to John Q. Public, it is un- 
likely that very many taxpayers 
have ever sat down to figure out 
just how many taxes there are on 
the shoulders of Wisconsin citizens, 
mainly because they have neither 
the time nor the inclination. For 
the list of levies to which Wisconsin 
business and private citizens are 
subject is an imposing one. 


But taxes are meat and drink to 


the Wisconsin Taxpayers Alliance. 
And the Alliance during the last 
few months has studied the tax 
situation, which this week produced 
a neat little booklet. 


This is what the Alliance found: 


excluding general property taxes, 
which are levied by the local cities, 
villages, towns, school districts and 
counties, and federal excise and 
stamp taxes, which are becoming 
more numerous each year, and the 
countless fees and licenses of all 
governments, the individual citizen 
in Wisconsin is subject to 17 levies. 
Not only that, says the Alliance, 
but if that individual is represented 
in a corporation, he may be sub- 
ject to a large part of 25 other forms 
of taxation on corporations. 


Income and Surtaxes 


First in importance in the taxes 


on individuals is the normal in- 
come tax, varying from 1 to 7 per 
cent of net income. Following that 
are surtaxes on incomes for the 
teachers' retirement pensions and 
for the state general fund. 
The 


privilege dividend tax, amounting 
to 21 per cent, is paid by the cor- 


porations, but deducted from div- 
idends so that it amounts to a tax 
on the individual. 


There is an inheritance tax levied 


by the state, graduated from 2 per 
cent to 40 per cent, a 30 per cent 
surtax on the inheritance tax, a gift 
tax and a gift surtax, auto license 
fees, running from $10 to $-38, a ton 
mile tax for busses and trucks, and 
a gasoline tax of 4 cents a gallon. 


But the individual citizen has also 


the federal taxes on individuals, in- 
cluding the normal income tax, the 
surtax on net incomes over $4,000, 
the estate tax, graduated from 2 
to 70 per cent of the net estate, the 
gift tax, a gasoline tax of one cent 
a gallon, and old age benefit as- 
sessments of one per cent of his 
salary.

Eastport, Me, the army engineers 
built a Christmas card settlement 
of houses for the white collar help 
employed on the dam project at a 
cost of about $2,000 each, with the 
frank proviso that they would not 
last beyond five years. 


They had no cellars, and they 


were made flimsy, though tight, in 
the expectation that after five years 
the dams would be done and the 
village written off as an item in the 
cosf of construction.

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"PLAY BALL" IN* NATIONAL POLICIES 


There has been a long wrangle on 


America's extensive gridiron because of 
the referee's decisions but the teams have 
gone back to play. 


One of them, thinking it has received 


"the worst of it," is hot under the collar. 
But the ensuing exercise spreads that heat 
equitably throughout the body. 


The gridiron notion with its sweat and 


effort is fully applicable to our national 
life at the present day. We must return 
to the task, the great and eternal task 
of providing for all willing hands the 
most that can be attained in life by their 
efforts. 


In this business of life nothing could 


be better for all concerned than the con- 
stant application of the best principles of 
sportsmanship. The bruised must rise and 
laugh it off, if laugh they can. 
The un- 


justly treated must put their grievances 
behind them and look to the future, for 
in the future is the only promise. 


Business leaders of America have ral- 


lied in immediate response to the govern- 
ment's unquestioned purpose of repairing 
its own blunders, retrieving lost ground 
and pressing on to objectives of justice 
and sufficiency. 
If Secretary Morgen- 


thau's statement correctly outlines the 
Administration's position then we are all 
in agreement as to the applicable princi- 
ples. Mr. Morgenthau said: 


"The basic need today is to foster 


the full application of the driving 
force of private capital." 
The public utilities wisely and proper- 


ly voted full approval of administration 
objectives, a foolish and impossible move 
were the government to continue to de- 
stroy them by competition. Talk of an 
expenditure of 3 billions for the exten- 
sion and rehabilitation of these utilities 
can only become reality if the companies 
affected have their credit repaired by the 
abandonment of the govemment-in-busi- 
ness policy. 


Some of the housing rules submitted 


by the President may look extreme, and 
perhaps are, but it should never be for- 
gotten that one of the best investments to 
be found in America is the simple home 
costing less than $6,000 so long as it is 
sensibly located and well built. Reducing 
the owner's contribution from twenty to 
ten per cent, however, looks needless and 
extreme. 
Give the proposed builder a 


steady job and the house will be built. 


With this chastened 
national spirit, 


which is the right spirit, much can be ac- 
complished. But it would be misleading 
to assume that results can be produced 
instanter. They cannot. A public utility 
building program, for instance, can hard- 
ly be gotten under way for six months. 
Politics can 
wreck 
business quickly; 


sometimes it takes years to rebuild. 


Steadier policies at Washington from 


now on may save us from the pain of these 
lapses. 


A GOVERNOR THWARTS A PEOPLE 


A jury at Belleville, Illinois, found 


Mrs. Marie Porter and a male confederate 
guilty of murder and fixed the penalty of 
each at death. 


In imposing this sentence 
the trial 


judge said he expected 
the 
governor 


would commute the punishment of the 
woman to life imprisonment because he 
had declared on two occasions that "no 
women will be electrocuted so long as I 
am governor of Illinois." The judge, who 
realized that the woman in this case was 
as bad or worse than any man could be, 
said that if the governor commuted her 
sentence he should commute the sentence 
of her confederate because she was the 
stronger character of the two, had con- 
ceived the crime and agitated for it, and 
he had been but putty in her hands. 


The woman, 37 years of age, engineered 


the murder of her own brother on the day 
he was to be married and because of that 
fact She feared his marriage would re- 
sult in altering $3,000 in insurance policies 
he held and which had been payable to 
her. She wanted the money. Cold-blood- 
edly she directed her confederate to her 
brother's farm, provided him with the 
necessary shotgun and looked on calmly 
while he blew the victim's head off. 


The case merely serves to accentuate 


the error of governors in using the sup- 
posed harshness of a penalty for the pur- 
pose of personal posing. It establishes; 


to what foolish extends -we go with 


personal power in order to satisfy indi- 
vidual tastes or acquire individual glory. 


If the Illinois governor is at all con- 


sistent he must relieve the woman's male 
confederate of the death penalty, too. And 
having done that how can he permit any- 
one else to go to the chair in Illinois? 


'Thus we have a governor nullifying the 


people's will as expressed in constitution 
and statutes. 


And all this because the power put 


into his hands was unrestricted and he 
perverted it. It was unrestricted because 
the people expected that pardons or com- 
mutations would only be used where the 
law had blundered. 


But governors use the power often for 


their personal vanity. 


THE EDUCATION' OF A PRESIDENT 


Somebody is making an awful blunder 


about utility rates. 


The President spoke of a utility in the 


east worth $250,000 that had been sold 
for a million and inquired whether it was 
fair that the people should be compelled 
to pay rates that would produce an in- 
come on that million merely because those 
who wanted to buy the utility bid too 
high. 


The answer is a decisive no from every 


point of the compass. 


But even without knowing the pre- 


cise case, because the President did not 
give the name of the utility, we can haz- 
ard some further answer. 


And that further answer is that no 


such case ever took place under the law. 
We emphasize "under the law." 


There are states that have not moved 


to guard their people from excessive util- 
ity rates. There are 
even states that 


have no commission set up for this pur- 
pose and permit the utilities to let their 
conscience guide them. It is extreme sit- 
uations like that from which the hectic- 
minded advisers of the President bring 
'their equally hectic examples to make 
people a1 little more hectic than usual. 


The President won't find—and neither 


will anyone else—that the supreme court 
of the United States ever approved any 
such nonsensical idea. And again we em- 
phasize a word—it is the word, nonsen- 
sical. For there never was any greater 
nonsense poured out to the people. 


The rule laid down by the supreme 


court is that a utility has a right to earn 
an income upon the value of its.property 
reasonably or prudently devoted to the 
public service. It doesn't care a turkey's 
gobble what was paid for the property, 
whether a dollar or a hundred million 
or 
whether 
it 
was 
a 
gift. 
What 


it would cost to reconstruct the prop- 
erty, making all due allowances for 
depreciation and obsolescence, is always 
a very important factor, sometimes of crit- 
ical importance, in arriving at that worth. 


We now observe the President trying 


to come to an agreement with utilities 
on the rule of valuation. 
Had he at- 


tempted to do so before he spent a bil- 
lion or so for useless yardsticks we might 
have saved the billion or so. And if the 
President was induced to stage this war 
by means of competition instead of by 
means of legal action, which would have 
gotten the same result without blowing 
in the money, just because some utility 
sharper in an eastern town put mud into 
the eyes of a dumb public service com- 
mission we may have to have a very 
complete and critical examination of our 
presidents hereafter to find out what 
they know, what they think they know, 
and what they don't know. 


Judging Mr. Roosevelt's knowledge of 


public utility rates by the example he 
gives he'd have to do some tall bucking 
to pass. 


ANARCHY, MR. MARTIN CALLS IT 
The CIO at times is fighting for its life 


with its own members. 


Hell raisers like the few hundred at 


the Fisher plant, a subsidiary of General 
Motors, who sat down and closed the 
works, throwing nearly 15,000 men out 
of employment, have been making a ser- 
ious problem for Mr. Lewis and his sub- 
alterns, the problem of driving through 
pretty thick skulls the fact that wildcat 
strikes disgust the public, and when labor 
has lost public support it has lost its in- 
dispensable ally. 


The fact that mild Governor Murphy 


threatened to call out troops shows that 
patience is at a low ebb and that direct- 
actionists have exasperated authorities to 
the limit. 


Of course the strike was in direct 


violation of a written contract. Of course 
that written contract provided a means 
for the adjustment of grievances if the 
complainants had any. 
And of course 


nothing excepting mulishness or selfish- 
ness could account for conduct so futile. 


Homer Martin, president of the UAW 


said to these men: 


"You are guilty of plain anarchy. 


Unauthorized strikes must end. If they 
arc continued it will ruin the union." 
A great many people think that it is 


the hell raisers who have already put a 
deep crimp into the future of CIO. 


Not only is it likely that a union that 


cannot enforce order will crumble but 
legislation is sure to be demanded mak- 
ing and enforcing financial penalties for 
the losses to management and the order- 
ly workers. Big figures immediately come 
to mind. The disgruntled ones were cost- 
ing those who wanted to live up to their 
contract about $75,000 a day when they 
short-circuited the works. Thus the lit- 
tle 4 day flare-up, needless and shortly 
abandoned, cost the working personnel 
About $300,000.

WINTER COUGH

is not only necessary but in itself 
good for one who is subject

sedative or narcotic, except under 
medical instruction. Ill-advised use 
of such medicines by subjects of 
chronic bronchitis is a contributing 
cause of pneumonia in many cases, 
in my opinion. 


If I knew of a cough medicine 


good for that winter cough I'd pass 
the knowledge along here without 
a qualm of medical ethics. But I 
know of no such medicine. So the 
very best I can do is to give the 
recipe for OF Doc Brady's Home 
Made Fool Proof Cough Medicine.

Bauer Abandoned Violin 


To Become Piano Artist 


W 


ITH art so many leagues 
longer than a lifetime, as 
Hippocrates would have us 


believe, it seems that Harold Bauer, 
who is appearing here Friday eve- 
ning as the second number of the 
Community Artists Series at Law- 
rence Memorial chapel, started his 
piamstic career with a formidable 
handicap. At the age of 30 he 
bandoned the violin for the instru- 
ment that has since made him fa- 
mous. 


But handicaps, 
as it happens, 


have no place in the credo of this 
artist When Paderewski, who had 
heard Bauer play the piano, per- 
suaded him to think seriously of 
this instrument 
as a medium of 


self-expression, he applied himself 
to the task with such complete sin- 
gleness of purpose that within three 
years he made his debut with the 
Berlin Philharmonic society, play- 
ing a Beethoven and a Saint-Saens 
Concerto, and the Liszt Hungarian 
Fantasy. 


Today he ranks among the few 


who have attained the Olympian 
heights of art—"a poet and a lyric 
rhapsodist," as Lawrence Gilman of 
the New York Herald-Tribune has 
so aptly described him. 


Bauer made his American debut 


in 3901 as soloist with the Boston 
Symphony orchestra. Since then, 
_ 


lie has appeared with every famous 
orchestra in this county and Eu- 
rope. 


Of English parentage and born in 


England, Bauer has since identified 
himself with the musical life of 
this country, and has become an 
American citizen, merging his in- 
terests thoroughly with those of his 
adopted country. 


As founder and continuous presi- 


dent of the Beethoven Association 
of 
New York, 
an organization 


which he founded in 1918, he has 
given generously of his services in 
helping to further the appreciation 
of musical art and the fellowship 
of musicians in this country. 


Also, as an untiring student of 


music literature, he has done much 
to enrich the piano literature with 
masterpieces that have lain forgot- 
ten beneath the dust of years. His 
rearrangements of Bach's 
suites 


written 
for clavichord 
are now 


standard. His re-editing of an old 
Sonata by Johann Kuhnau 1G67- 
1722), entitled "David and Goliath" 
was an accomplishment which, as 
Olin Downes, critic of the New 
York Times remarked, resulted in 
victory, not only for David, but for 
Kuhnau and Bauer, as well.

in Neenah library club rooms" Tues- 
day afternoon as he presented evi- 
dence in partial answer to his ques- 
tions in discussing psychological ex- 
periments in extra-sensory percep- 
tion conducted at Duke university 
for the last 6 years. 


Stating at the outset of his discus- 


sion that he was a pure agnostic on 
matters about which he planned to 
talk, that he didn't assume them 
right or didn't assume them wrong. 
Dr. Evans proceeded 
to explain 


the operations of the experiment, 
some of the findings and what it 
may mean. 


Experiments centered on a deck 


of cards, 25 in number, upon five of 
which were drawn circles, five tri- 
angles, five rectangles, five wavy 
lines and five squares. The person 
conducting the experiment would 
shuffle the cards and go through 
the deck, one card at a time, asking 
the student subject to state what 
was on the card although the stu- 
dent could not see it.

Some 
scientists try to explain it by saying 
post hypnotic suggestion was used, 
others say 'flashes' but what is a 
'flash'? Some cairit radio energy. 
McDougal, Harvard professor, -who 
worked with Dr. Ryan on some of 
the experiments explained it by 
saying, 'in mental processes, non 
mechanical teleology, (doctrine that 
everything was created for 
and 


adapted to a purpose), but not mys- 
tical causation, is in operation.' " 


Dr. Evans prefaced his discussion 


with naming several 
outstanding 


books on new trends in psychology, 
namely Meyer's "Human Personali- 
ty." Carroll's "Man. the Unknown" 
and Dr. Ryan's "New Frontiers oC 
the Mind" in which the experi- 
ments conducted at Duke university 
are discussed. 


Scientists Interested 


Dr. Evans explained that his in- 


terest in the new trends grew out of 
desire to know why telepathy, clan- 
voyance and spiritualism even have 
such a hold over men of science and 
esteem. 


"Are we limited to only 
the 


knowledge of the senses?" he ask- 
ed. "Is it true that there never was 
f 


anything in intellect that was not 
first in the senses? Is it true that te- 
lepathy is absurd, that we arc but 
animated machines? That it seems 
incredible doesn't appear to be a 
very good reason for throwing away 
and disregarding certain situations 
that have been known to happen. 
We are too quick to class as foolish 
and insane any idea that doesn't fit 
into our conventional patterns of 
thought. There is a whole mass of 
scientific data which says there is 
no extra-sensory perception 
and 


there is other scientific 
data oC 


equally learned men that says there 
is." 


In connection with his discussion, 


Dr. Evans mentioned such men as 
Scdgewick of Cambridge, Conan 
Doyle, Sir Oliver Lodge, Barrett, 
Crooks, Sir J. J. Thompson, Einstein 
and Sir William Ramsey, learned 
men, some of them famed physicists, 
who believe in the reality of men- 
tal telepathy, clairvoyance and spir- 
itualism. "Of course." he said. "I 
am not speaking of the great mass 
of fakery connected with telepathy, 
clairvoyance and spiritualism but 
with the kernel of truth. The idea 
to keep an open mind. There may 
be more in the power of the mind 
than we know or aie ready to be- 
lieve."

President 


Roosevelt names. Likewise, no gov- 
ernment

can accomplish 


anything by continuing to talk 
about economic royalists and princ- 
es of privilege.... 


"A business man may complain 


that the president has overcapitaliz- 
ed the discontent of the public 
against business, but he can't say 
that the discontent did not exist." 


There is a growing tendency, 


Willkie continued, "for cooperation 
between business and government. 
What the president or business men 
do now will only speed up or slow 
down a course of action which is 
bound to come. Why not bring it 
about at once, so as to avoid an- 
other serious business recession?"
